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Starting with the next issue, EL EXCENTRICO 
will feature a series of articles by an articulate young 
man from San Jose State College; LUIS MIGUEL 
VALDEZ. 

The moment one meets Luis one senses a great 

restlessness in this man-a rumbling of molten lava 

inside a volcano seeking a vulnerable spot on the 
crust to erupt-which projects itself unto the listen¬ 

er like an impending torrent. A short brown man, not 
unlike a replica of a modern Emiliano Zapata; display¬ 
ing a bit of disheveled charm in appearance, an un¬ 
conventional mustache, a lock of his massive dark 
hair curved defiantly across his forehead from under 
which flashing eyes, as deep as two fathomless mine 

shafts™in quick staccato movements-survey the 

terrain. Like the General himself, one instantly 
senses a maverick—not a run-of-the-mill Mexican, 
but one who has something to say, whose fiery torch 
that keeps relentlessly driving him to articulate—to 
put his inner feelings into words—becomes immedi¬ 
ately apparent. 

Born in Delano of migratory parents, Luis is 
the product of his home town 1 s elementary schools and 
San Jose's James Lick High School. Now a senior at 
San Jose State, majoring in English (Creative Writing 
and Play Writing), he won the Phelan Literary Con¬ 
test in Play Writing in 1961 with "The Theft", pre¬ 
sented by the Drama Department of the college the 
same year. 

Luis has performed in several college pro¬ 
ductions and is currently in rehearsal for the staged 
reading of The World of Carl Sandburg to be presented 
in January. 

Last month he was awarded a scholarship by 
the Mexican-American Scholarship Foundation. He 
is presently at work on a full-length, three-act play 
entitled " The Shrunken Head of Pancho Villa." 

Valdez has chosen a difficult media in which 
to express himself; sociological novel, plays, essays 
and poetry—which pathetically few Mexican Ameri¬ 
cans try—and certainly one that must make him suffer 
the pangs of an unknown writer, whose productive ef¬ 
forts are not immediately rewarded in monetary and 
material gain—upon which America classifies success. 
Yet a writer has to be born somewhere. He may have 
to leave the group that produced him, and its values- 
he may even be forced to do so—but NOTHING will 
erase his origins, the marks of which he carries with 
him everywhere. 


"The time has come, " he says, "to examin 
ourselves: what we are, what we have been and what 
we are becoming—but we can only do this if we are 
willing to free ourselves from the myth of AMERICA 1 S 
GOLDEN VALUES and try to grasp what is really 
happening here. This then. Is the challenge he has 
taken upon himself. To interpret us to us. 

" I am bothered, " Mr. Valdez says, " by the 
fact that Mexican Americans refuse to acknowledge 
their Mexican background—blindly accepting Ameri¬ 
can middle class values without critically analyzing 
where their pursuit will lead them—-and how much they 
will lose in the course of time by disconnecting them¬ 
selves from their heritage." 

He contends that our Indian heritage which 
" links back to ancient roots, " has an impact on the 
Mexican American today—however dim it may seem 
at first glance. "Whatever can truly be called Mex¬ 
ican, " he says, "be it about the noble Mexicas of 
the Ancient Central Valley of Mexico, or about the 
stumbling, pathetic and sorrow-ridden 'winos' on 
Poet Street, must necessarily spring from the solemn 
mystical Indio of our muddled ancestry. (X»r Spanish 
heritage is, at best, only as significant as the clothes 
on our brown backs. " 

The impact of technological advance and its 
impending automation, he claims, will leave the 
masses of this ethnic group so far behind the times that 
their present-day confusion will grow to an over¬ 
whelming sense of impotence. Not being able to 
contribute to the society in which they have chosen to 
live, they will become excellent natural scapegoats 
for all of America's social ills. 

"The so-called Mexican American middle 
class, " he claims, "and all those who continue to 
deceive themselves into believing that all Mexicans 
will eventually drive to paradise in new Chevis will 
have to start, right now, to discover ways (other than 
welfare) for the masses to find a way of life of their 
own—with dignity and respect." 

It is going to take the awakening of lawyers, 
doctors, businessmen, teachers, and all others " who 
have arrived", he explains. " They will have to 
realize that every society is inexplicably governed by 
hidden laws, by unspoken but persistent assumptions on 
the part of the people—ours is no exception. 

The Mexican American condition, he says, is 

an entity in itself, with a unique cultural genesis- 

distinctly different from the Anglo-Saxon heritage- 

which needs to be recognized forwhat it is. He points 
out that although the Mexican American can be stu¬ 
died as a social phenomena of the last fifty years, the 
roots of our ancient history remain a necessary part of 
us, governing our actions and responses, and must 
necessarily be studied in order that we may come to 
know ourselves. 

" I insist, " he says, "that I am a product of 
the prune fields, as well as the Mexican revolution, 
the negation of European Colonial rule, and the ways 
of life of the ancient people of Mexico—-and these In¬ 
fluences have been engaged in mortal combat with 
similar influences (although from different sources) 
that guide my Anglo-Saxon friends—and I refuse to 
become no less than my true self in perspective to

what has molded me." 

In an exasperated effort to express himself in a 
nutshell, he put it this way: " Somewhere along the 
line, a tomato picker has to become a leader so that 
he can help other tomato pickers achieve the basic 
human dignity all of us need and desperately want, 
down deep inside. To do this, it is ultimately neces¬ 
sary for that leader not to deny what he has been, to 
face his life directly and understand it, and not be 
ashamed or bitter about it. To move toward it, and 
not away from it. Only a man who has earned his 
living In the tomato fields, who has not forgotten how 
deep, how broad and how muddy they were, and who 
is not afraid to return, can show his people the way 
out... .and the road to town."

He was quick witted and bril¬ 
liant and a genius in political strategy. He was a 
man that fit the times. 

The man with the jaunty walk, blue eyes and 
hair flying in the wind has left us. His only draw¬ 
back was that his stay in this world was so short. 

he had much to give and so little time in which to 
give it. 

Along with Abraham Lincoln he will live in 

the hearts and minds of men till time immemorial.

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No solo en lo guerra que nuestra patria sostuvo 
contra los francés, sino también en la revolución de 
1910 ocupo Puebla un lugar destacado. Fue en Puebla 
donde tuvo lugar uno de ios primeros episodios de la 
revolución, con el sacrificio de varios patriotas, 
siendo los primeros Aquiles, Carmen y Maximo Ser- 
dan. 

Cansado el pueblo de la dictadura, se inicio 
un movimeinto tendiente a emplear la acción y con 
ella la fuerza para elegir nuevamente a los gobernan¬ 
tes por elección popular. 

Aquiles Serdan estaba en relación directa con 
los jefes del movimiento, las autoridades sabedoras de 
estas actividades, en diversas ocasiones trataron de 
acabar con el. Tanto Aquiles como su hermana Car¬ 
men ricibian y distribuían el dinero para preparar el 
movimiento revolucionario de Puebla. 

El 18 de Noviembre de 1910, la policio con¬ 
ocedora de estos hechos penetro en la casa de los 
Serdan. Al frente de los polizontes iba el funesto 
Cabrera pistola en mano. 

Sorpendrido al ver a Aquiles empuñando una 
carabina se detuvo. Hizo un disparo contra Aquiles 
que no le llego a alcanzar. Serdan contesto con otro 
que dio en pleno corazón de Cabrera. El mayor Fra¬ 
goso, segundo de cabrera, en vano trato de sujetar a 
sus subordinados que huian, al no lograrlo, volvio a 
entrar en la casa en busca de Aquiles, pero Carmen 
lo detuvo apuntándole con una carabina. 

"Notirel No tire!", grito. 

" Pues, entrege su pistola, " le contesto la 
enérgica mujer. 

Fragazo la entrego sin oposición. 

Dentro de la casa ademas de los Serdan había 
lópersonas mas, entre ellas dos niños. Dándose cuenta 
inmediatamente de lo peligroso de la situación, Aqui¬ 
les los distribuyo convenientemente para hacer resis¬ 
tencia. No tardo la policio en rodear la casa por 
todas partes. Carmen trato de arengar el pueblo desde 
un balcón aun a reisgo de su propia vida, pero una 
mano providencial logro sacarla de all i a pesar de 
su resistencia, para evitar que cayera victima de los 
disparos de los polizontes. 

A las diez de la mañana, después de un in¬ 
censante tiroteo, las fuerzas del gobierno que pasa¬ 
ban de mil, no habian logrado vencer la resistencia 
de aquel puñado de valientes. A esa hora Aquiles se 
acerco a Carmen y le dijo: 




"Carmen, ya no deben tener parqueen la 
azotea, quien podría llevarlo?" 

"Yo," le respondió, "Yo lo llevare." 

Logro subir a la azotea y dejar el parque, pero 
cuando se retiraba una bala la hirió.

The above concepts are important because they 
have happened or are now taken place. We Mexican 
Americans must know our past heritage and history if 
we are to make future progress. 

Also, Mr. M. J. Acosta is slightly confused on 
his comments on the bracero. The bracero program 
did'nt come into existence until World War II as a 
result of an agreement between the U.S. and Mexica 
Mexico was to supplement domestic labor (braceros) 
in the U.S. for, I believe, a 20 year period. The 
extentfon is only a faze-out period. Also, Mr. Acos¬ 
ta falls to realize that many parent and grandparents 
where not "braceros" and they did not "settle" 
here, but rather they where already here when Calif¬ 
ornia became a state of the U.S. Mr. Acosta only 
needs to read his history and the Treaty of Guadalupe.
